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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


January 1, 1985 


Dear Fellow Missourians: 

Missouri’s December general revenue receipts increased about 15 percent over 
the same period last year. . nee 

December’s receipts kept pace with the first five months of the fiscal year 
which had shown an increase of about 15 percent. Due to a change in collection 
schedules it is expected January receipts will show another increase with receipts 
to begin tapering off in February. The latest revised forecasts are that the rate of 
increase will be about nine percent for fiscal year 85. | 

December receipts totalled $214,004,733 as compared to $186,115,966 in 
December of fiscal year 1984, for the increase of nearly 15 percent. Receipts thus 
far for the fiscal year stand at $1,240,372,837 compared to $1,074,674,670 at this 
point in the last fiscal year. | 

Showing the largest percentage increase was corporate income tax moving up 
about 40 percent over receipts a year ago. For the month, receipts in this category 
stood at $26,379,808 as compared to $18,857,177 for December of last year. On the 
year this category shows a percentage gain of about 19 percent with receipts of 
nearly $85 million. ee | 

Individual income tax receipts for the month were $83,556,739 for a 12.8 
percent increase from $74,116,717. Receipts thus far for the year in this category 
stand at $506,384,919 for a percentage increase of 13.8. 

Sales tax receipts for December were recorded at $75,115,282 as compared to 
$66,674,228. This is a percentage increase of 12.7 percent. For the year, this 
category is up 12.1 percent with receipts of $478,668,283. | 

The All Other Sources category recorded the lowest percentage increase, up 
9.2 percent. Receipts this year were $28,912,904 compared to $26,467,844. For the 
current year this category is up about 29 percent with receipts totaling 
$170,375,153.
